Then why should: we not show our grati- 
tude, or manhood and our real ‘sure-nuff honest-to-

off our mouths so much. Two dollars atid a half 
apiece, divided up imto twenty years makes about 
12% cents apiece per year, to give our soldier 
boys that ten milion doHars.
